Village of Compton W as 
Named for H e r Father 


The village of Compton—named for her father. Joel Compton— 
had not yet been fou nded when Mrs. Arrilla Johnson of 1309 Third 
street was born. On Monday, Mrs. Johnson will celebrate her eightieth 
birthday 
anniversary at her birthplace in Compton, where her third 
son. Levi, now resides. 
Mrs. Johnson was the only dau ghter of Joel and Nancy • Town­ 
send I Compton, who also had six sons. She was the sixth child, and 
when you ask her if she was spoiled, she's qu ick to answer: “I never 
thou ght 1 was. M ayhe my broth- i 
----------------------------------------------------- 
eis 
did do things for me 
they 
wou ldn’t do for each other—bu t I 
had to respect their rights, too." 
Her m other was born in Lu zerne 
cou nty, Pennsylvania. 
H er father 
Vva« born at Su ssex. N. J., and 
later moved to the seme cou nty 
\ here the Townsends resided in 
Pennsylvania. 
The present site 
of Compton 
was a wide stretch of farmland 
when Mrs. Johnson >va*~ born. Al- 
tnou gh she w as bu t a child, she 
say 
she remembers the closing 
days of the conflict between the 
states. 
H er brother, Lewis, saw 
service In the Civil war. 
She says the awfu l memory of 
seeing men come home from the 
war with an arm or leg am pu tated 
has never left her. 
She also re­ 
tains vivid memories of the post­ 
war depression, then referred to 
as 
"hard 
times." 
Two 
you ng 
women who lived some distance 
east of the Compton home, she 
recalls, walk ed the distance to the 
posi office a t Melu gin’s Grove on 
the old Chicago road, to look for 
letters from their brothers who 
were with the Union army. 
Mo v e to Gro v e 
\\he n Mrs. Johnson was abou t 
eight years old. her narents moved 
to Melu gin’s Grove, a commu nity 
named for Zachariah Melu gin. who 
settled in Brook lyn township in 
18 34 in the grove which has since 
borne his name. 
Her father, who 
had been farming, opened a dru g 
and variety store, hau ling his su p­ 
plies from Mendota. 
Another gen­ 
eral store, operated in connection 
with the post office, was stock ed 
with su pplies brou ght from Men- 
dota bv the postman, who deliv­ 
ered mail twice a week . 
When she was 13, the Comp­ 
to n ? fram e dwelling w as moved 
tc the present site of Compton.

Sailors of Hurricanes 


f O NG before weather bureaus 
and radios existed, sailors got 
their storm warnings by watching 
the frigate bird. 
If the bird flew 
low, seamen got ready for a blow; 
if the bird appeared over land, 
other than at breeding time, a hur­ 
ricane was in the offing. 
Britain ’s 
Gilbert and Ellice islands pictured 
the frigate bird on the 1937 Coro­ 
nation issue, above 
The frigate 
bird 
has

range all around the vvoild within 
the tropics. 
A smaller specie« is 
confined to eastern seas. 
A large wing span and small 
body enable the bird to float in 
the air with a minimum of effort.
